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DETAILED ACTION 



1 . Claims 1-31 are pending and subject to restriction. 



2. The Requirement for Restriction/Election, mailed 9/22/2005, is withdrawn in view 
of applicant's traversal and arguments, entered 2/22/2005. A new Requirement for 
Restriction/Election is set forth below. 



Election/Restrictions 

3. Restriction is required under 35 U.S.C. 121 and 372. 

This application contains the following inventions or groups of inventions which 
are not so linked as to form a single general inventive concept under PCT Rule 13.1 .

In accordance with 37 CFR 1.499, applicant is required, in reply to this action, to 

elect a single invention to which the claims must be restricted. 

Group I, claim(s) 1-12, drawn to compositions comprising a plurality of distinct 
conjugates, each conjugate comprising a head group, a tail group and a spacer group. 

Group II, claim(s) 13-22, drawn to a method of treating a disease with the composition 
of claim 1, comprising administering the composition into a patient. 

Group III, claim(s) 23-31, drawn to methods for producing compositions comprising a 
plurality of distinct conjugates, each conjugate comprising a head group and a tail 
group. 

The inventions listed as Groups l-lll do not relate to a single general inventive concept 
under PCT Rule 13.1 because, under PCT Rule 13.2, they lack the same or 
corresponding special technical features for the following reasons: 

The technical feature linking Groups l-IV appear to be a non-covalent association of a 
plurality of distinct conjugates, each conjugate comprising a head group and a tail 
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group, wherein the tail groups forma a hydrophobic aggregation and the conjugates are 
movable within the association so that the head groups are capable of being positioned 
together. 

The technical feature of a composition for interacting with a ligand, which composition 
comprises a non-covalent association of a plurality of distinct conjugates, each 
conjugate comprising a head group and a tail group, wherein the tail groups of the 
conjugates form a hydrophobic aggregation and the conjugates are movable within the 
association. 

However, Toth et al., US 5,882,645, at col. 1, lines 1-14, col. 2, lines 12-30, col. 9, lines 
22-34, and Figures 1 and 2, teach compositions comprising a group of peptides, a 
hydrophobic tail group that can form a lipid bi-layer and a spacer that connects the head 
and tail group, which absent evidence to the contrary, could position together to form an 
epitope, as in the invention of claim 1 . 

The technical feature linking the inventions of Groups l-lll does not constitute a special 
technical feature as defined by PCT Rule 13.2, as it does not define a contribution over 
the prior art. 

The technical feature of Group I, is consider to be a composition comprising a plurality 
of distinct conjugates, each conjugate comprising a head group, a tail group and a 
spacer group. 

The technical feature of Group I, is consider to be a method of treating a disease with 
the composition of claim 1, comprising administering the composition into a patient. 

The technical feature of Group I, is consider to be a method for producing compositions 
comprising a plurality of distinct conjugates, each conjugate comprising a head group 
and a tail group. 

Accordingly, Groups l-lll are not linked by the same or a corresponding special technical 
feature as to form a single general inventive concept.
